How to nab an 
impaired driver 


Tactics vary. Edmonton 
runs far fewer 
Checkstops than 
Calgary, but catches 
more people drunk 
behind the wheel

Calgary runs three times 
more Checkstops annually 
than Edmonton, but police 
in the capital city charge 
more offenders overall with 
impaired driving. 

Statistics provided by po¬ 
lice forces in Alberta’s two 
largest cities over the past 
five years suggests differ¬ 
ing approaches to fighting 
drunk driving. 

The greatest contrast 
came just last year when 
Calgary ran 164 Check- 
stops, compared to Edmon¬ 
ton’s 37. 

Despite this, overall en¬ 
forcement numbers show 
that Edmonton charged 30 
per cent more people with 
impaired offences. 

The stark contrast in 
tactics spurred discussion 


among police and propon¬ 
ents of anti-imp air ed-driv- 
ing measures about how 
best to combat the problem. 

Edmonton police Sgt. 
Conrad Moschansky said 
Checkstops in that city 
are held on “strategic 
dates.” On top of that, pa¬ 
trol cars routinely swarm 
areas where there is a high 
density of bars or a party 
through a tactic described 
as intelligence-led policing. 

“We are not going to 
stop all the traffic on the 
roadway, but we are going 
to conduct vehicle stops in 
the area,” Moschansky said. 

Calgary police Insp. Mi¬ 
chael Watterston, mean¬ 
while, suggested a figure 
more important than the 
number of people caught 
driving while impaired may 
be an incalculable one — 
the number of drivers who 
have heeded the message 
and stayed off the road. 

“Calgarians know this is 
the city that has the year- 
round Checkstop. Certainly, 
deterrence is the strongest 
message,” he said. 

Talk of Checkstop levels 
has entered the political 
arena in recent weeks, with 
the opposition Wildrose 
calling for added Checkstop 


enforcement as opposed to 
strengthened administra¬ 
tive penalties introduced by 
the ruling Tories that came 
into effect on Sept. 1. 

Interview requests made 
to media representatives of 
Wildrose over two days in 
the hope of discussing the 
Checkstop data were not 
returned. 

Besides Checkstops, Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton each 
maintain year-round sys¬ 
tems for members of the 
public to report suspected 
drunk drivers. 

Jonathan Denis, the Al¬ 
berta solicitor general and 
justice minister, said the 
data on impaired-driving 
arrests shows Checkstops 
are just one piece of the 
puzzle and each city police 
force needs to determine 
its own effective deterrent 
measures. 

“The way to measure suc¬ 
cess, frankly, is if there are 
fewer people caught drunk 
driving because there are 
fewer drunk drivers on the 
road and people are acting 
more responsibly,” 

Denis said.

This can’t stop it’ 

Morinville congregation 
staying resolved after 
building burns to the 
ground on Saturday

Following a service Sun¬ 
day in a nearby backyard, 
members of the Morinville 
Baptist Church congrega¬ 
tion gathered at the site of 
their church, which is now 
charred rubble after a fire 
Saturday morning. 

“Right now we’re just 
pumping water out of the 


basement, so we can get 
in there and investigate,” 
Morinville deputy fire chief 
Ken Thiemann said Sunday 
afternoon. 

A cause has yet to be de¬ 
termined, but it is believed 
the blaze started in the 
church’s kitchen, he added. 

Damages are currently 
estimated at $1 million. 

Pastor Bill Wicks arrived 
on scene around 6 a.m. Sat¬ 
urday, and remained there 
while firefighters from 
Morinville and Legal battled 
the flames, and then as resi¬ 
dents and church members 
came by to see what was 
left. 

In all, he estimates he 
was at the church, along 
with a deacon, for about 
eight hours. 


“We got to talk to many, 
many people,” he said. 
“There were many ques¬ 
tions.” 

One that remains is 
whether the church will 
be rebuilt, and if so, at the 
same location. 

“Given the time of year, 
we would have to probably 
wait until spring to really 
do very much,” said Wicks. 
“At this point, we’re discuss¬ 
ing what we’re going to do.” 

Founding pastor How¬ 
ard Killick, who made a 
speech and led a prayer at 
the burned site following 
the Sunday service, said the 
building may have burned 
down, but the church is 
very much alive. 

“It’s a wonderful gospel 
message that we have to 


give,” he said. “This can’t 
stop it. We just have to look 
a little higher.”

When it came to thanking 
those who helped him win 
university titles in football 
and wrestling, as well as two 
CFL Grey Cups, Blake Dermott 
didn’t know where to stop.

Tony Clement may be king 
of social media in political 
circles on Parliament Hill, but 
he didn’t get to be mayor of 
his own Twitter town hall. 

During an online chat on 
the subject of open govern¬ 
ment, the Treasury Board 
president, who is a prolific 
tweeter, had a ghostwriter do¬ 
ing most of the work for him. 

Last December’s town hall 
made federal political history 
as the first online chat hosted 
by a cabinet minister using 
the microblogging service. 

Clement is regularly 
ranked among Parliament 
Hill’s top tweeters and lauded 
by social media watchers as 
having a natural touch with 



the technology. But when it 
came to formally engaging 
with Canadians, bureaucracy 
ground his freewheeling 
ways to a stop. 

An analysis on the town 
hall obtained by The Can¬ 
adian Press under Access to 
Information legislation high¬ 
lights the struggle facing MPs 
seeking to use social media 
tools in a world of tightly con¬ 


trolled communications. 

The two 45-minute chats 
— one in English, one in 
French — took more than a 
month to organize. 

Three dry runs were held 
ahead of the main event, with 
staff even creating bogus 
Twitter accounts in order to 
practise using the service. 

More than 40 stock re¬ 
sponses were drafted so they 
could be quickly copied and 
pasted to reply to questions, 
while a ghostwriter was en¬ 
gaged to get Clement’s re¬ 
sponses out faster. 

“I should point out too 
that the minister did take to 
the keyboard himself for a 
few responses — he does like 
to get hands-on sometimes,” 
Sean Osmar, a spokesman for 
Clement, said in an email. 

The chat didn’t happen 
over the government’s stan¬ 
dard Internet connections. 

Staff used mobile Internet 
technology in order to bypass 
any possible network filters, 
according to the report.

What Cleve Foster remembers 
most about his recent brushes 
with death is the steel door, 
the last one condemned Texas 
inmates typically walk through 
before their execution. 

“You can’t take your eyes off 
that door,” he says. 

Foster has had three previ¬ 
ous reprieves but twice over 
the past year and a half he has 
come within moments of being 
escorted through the door, only 
to be told the U.S. Supreme 
Court had halted his scheduled 
pimishment. 

On Tuesday, Foster, 48, is 
scheduled for yet another trip 
to the death house for partici¬ 
pating in the abduction and 
slaying of a 30-year-old Sudan¬ 
ese woman, Nyaneur Pal, a dec¬ 
ade ago near Fort Worth. 

The last 485 condemned 
Texas prisoners have died by 
lethal injection; the first 361, 
from 1924 through 1964, from 
the electric chair. 

On execution day, the con¬ 
demned inmate waits, usually 
for about four hours, in a tiny 
cell a few steps from the steel 
door to the death chamber. 

Foster, a former Army re¬ 
cruiter known to his death row 
colleagues as “Sarge,” denies his 
role in the murder. Prosecutors 
say DNA ties him to the killing 
and that he gave contradictory 
stories when questioned about 


Pal’s death. “I did not do it,” he 
insisted recently from a tiny 
visiting cage outside death row. 

Appeals again were pending 
in the courts, focusing on what 
his lawyers argued was poor 
legal help both at his 2004 trial 
in Fort Worth and by attorneys 
early in the appeals process. 
Similar appeals resulted in the 
three previous reprieves the 
courts subsequently have lifted, 
but his lawyers argue his case 
should get another look.

Greek riot police used tear gas 
and pepper spray to disperse 
Muslim protesters who clashed 
with officers on Simday during 
a rally against a film produced 
in the U.S. that denigrates 
Islam’s Prophet Muhammad.

A general strike in Ban¬ 
gladesh shut down schools, 
transportation and businesses, 
while a few hundred people 
peacefully marched in Pak¬ 
istan.

hired heated speeches but was 
mostly peaceful.

French or German but the U.K.- 
based The Telegraph website re¬ 
ported that one of the missing 
people is Canadian. 

Dipendra Paude of Nepal’s 
tourism ministry, which con¬ 
trols all international climbing 
expeditions, told The Telegraph 
the dead climbers were from 
Spain, Germany and Nepal. 

Chrystiane Roy, spokes¬ 
woman for the Department 
of Foreign Affairs, could not 
confirm that a Canadian was 
among those missing, but said 


ofticials have been in contact 
with authorities in Nepal. “Our 
thoughts are with the victims 
(and their famihes) of this ava¬ 
lanche,” Roy said. 

Police ofticial Basanta Ba¬ 
hadur Kuwar said the bodies of 
a Nepalese guide and a German 
man were recovered and that 
seven other bodies had been 
spotted on Moimt Manaslu. Ten 
climbers survived, many were 
flown to hospitals.

Gamers need not apply: New 
simulator puts safety first 



VIRnEXfadMty. Ford’s 
virtual reality lab lets 
researchers monitor 
bad driving habits 


Most car-themed video games 
challenge players to race as 
fast as they possibly can, and 
push dangerous driving to the 
limit without crashing. 

So test subjects who step in¬ 
side Ford’s high-tech VIRTTFX 
research facility can be for¬ 
given for wanting to stomp the 
gas pedal in the video game- 
hke driving simulator. But

In an effort to prevent car 
crashes in the real world. Ford 
has designed an incredibly life- 
hke way to test drivers’ skills 
and simulate dangerous situa¬ 
tions that could end in death 
on the roads. 

Within a research and de¬ 
velopment building in Dear¬ 
born, Mich., the former home¬ 
town of Henry Ford and where 
the automaker is headquar¬ 
tered, lies the VIRTTFX — short 
for Virtual Test Track Experi¬ 
ment. 

Inside a seven-metre- 
diameter domed laboratory 
is what appears to be a stan¬ 
dard Ford vehicle. But a close 
inspection would reveal its 
engine and transmission have 
been removed and it has been 
equipped to tie into an elabor¬ 
ate virtual reality simulator. 

Video screens envelope the 
inside of the domed structure, 
giving test subjects a simulated 
360-degree view of a driving 
environment. Peeking at all 
the mirrors reveals accurate 
views of what you’d expect to 
see while driving. 

Once the simulation has 
begun, the VIRTTFX structure 


can move up to three metres 
side to side or front to back, 
and two metres vertically, to 
simulate the motion and feel 
of actually driving. The steer¬ 
ing wheel realistically rumbles 
just right and sound is pumped 
into the vehicle to replicate en¬ 
gine and road noise. The wheel 
and pedals are just as respon¬ 
sive as in any car. 

Before long, drivers get 
lost in the virtual world and 
feel like they’re really driving 
down a long, open road. And 
then researchers can start ob¬ 


serving all their bad habits. 
The speeders get identified 
pretty quickly. 

The other cars on the road 
“are programmed to go five to 
10 miles per hour (eight to 16 
km/h) faster than you, so we 
quickly find out what kind of 
driver people are,” says Ford’s 
Mike Blommer. 

“If they want to keep up 
with traffic ... those dnvers 
keep speeding up and the next 
thing you know you’re going 
80 to 85 miles per hour (almost

Another thing the city can do is to make sure that every 
crosswalk is marked as a no-passing zone with stiff fines for 
changing lanes because someone has stopped. I don’t know 
how often I have felt like I was luring some older person to 
their death by stopping at a crosswalk. 

One of the first signs that time is not on your side is 
realizing that you can no longer read street signs easily. 

The street signs in this city are just too small to be seen at a 
distance. This results in people either driving too slowly or 
deciding to make turns at the last minute. 

I applaud the city for this initiative. I can only hope it 
lives up to its promise.

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New Dragon struggles not to be ‘nice’ guy 


David Chilton. Author of 
Wealthy Barber books joins 
ruthless panel on CBC show 


David Chilton hopes he doesn’t 
develop a reputation as the “nice 
dragon.” 

Best known for his Wealthy Bar¬ 
ber personal finance books, Chilton 
has joined the panel on CBC-TV’s 
Dragons’ Den and was seen judging 
business ideas for the first time in 
last week’s season 7 premiere. 

He prides himself on being “the 
nice guy” in real life but quickly foimd 
that being politely uncritical about 
bad ideas was the wrong approach. 

“Frankly, I wasn’t very good at 
that — my first week I tried to stay 
positive and encouraging,” said 
Chilton. 

“And (fellow dragon Arlene Dick¬ 
inson) pulled me aside and said, 
‘Look, I think it’s great you’re try¬ 
ing to be a nice guy but in some in¬ 
stances people are putting too much 
time and too much money into a 
business that has no potential.’” 

So Chilton braced himself to act a 
httle tougher. Even the “nicer” drag¬ 
ons like Dickinson or Jim Treliving 
have been known to get a little nasty 
when pushed by an eager but deluded 
entrepreneur. 

And yet he was also coached not 
to act too tough and to avoid cre¬ 
ating a persona for himself, since 
producers insisted he not “try to be 
something you’re not.” 

“For the most part I was myself. 
But early on I was thinking a little 
bit too much and I found the ad¬ 



justment to ‘being myself’ was not 
easy,” he says. 

A longtime fan of Dragons’ 

Den, Chilton says he was relieved 
to find that the dragons were act¬ 
ing naturally during pitches and 
the filming of the show wasn’t as 
staged as he feared. 

“One concern I had was when 
I got to be a part of things would 
I find the behind-the-scenes to 
be a little fake,” he says. 

“And maybe it is orchestrated 
a little bit but it’s been quite the 
opposite. There’s no rehearsing, 
there’s no scripting, people walk 
down the stairs and off you go.” 

Without offering too much 
about the rest of the season, Chilton 
says he was impressed by many of 


the pitches and viewers will see him 
invest a lot of money.

“I’ve written cheques for hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars so I’ve 
been very proactively involved,” 
he says. “I came in with an open 
chequebook and said I would 
get involved in whatever deals 
looked good.” 

As is often the case with Drag¬ 
ons’ Den, some of the deals he 
makes this season won’t end up 
going through. Chilton says he 
spent almost four months doing 
due diligence, further scrutiniz¬ 
ing businesses before finalizing 
his investments, and in some 
cases the deal fell apart. 

In a “surprising” number of 
cases, it was the business owners 
that turned down the dragons’ offers. 
“We had a number of pitchers

change their minds. Sometimes, 
yes, some just wanted the exposure 
(of being on TV) but sometimes life 
interferes. Some people have a mari¬ 
tal challenge or they decide not to 
expand and therefore don’t need 
the capital,” he says. 

“In one instance, I drove too hard a 
bargain and the person, I think rightly 
so, said, ‘I don’t think that’s a good 
deal for me to go forward with.’”

As a comic actor, Phil Hartman 
was versatile and unselfish, so 
adept at shining in whatever sup¬ 
porting role he was given that his 
fellow Saturday Night Live cast 
members nicknamed him “the 
Glue.” He held the show together. 

Hartman was rarely front and 
centre, but that doesn’t mean the 
Canadian-bom comedian — who died 
in 1998 — didn’t appreciate the odd 
accolade and he certainly would have 
enjoyed being inducted into Canada’s 
Walk of Fame, says his brother. 

“I think he would have really ap¬ 
preciated it,” said Paul Hartmann, 
whose brother dropped the extra 
“n” when he entered show business. 
“He loved getting his Emmy (for 
writing on SNL). He always would 
play it down — ‘No no, not into it.’” 

Phil was inducted into Toronto’s 
shrine at a gala on Saturday, the 
only posthumous honouree. 

For Paul, the “long and arduous 
journey” to see his brother recognized 
began years ago when he hopped 
aboard an existing online campaign 


by Alex Stevens, a Hartman fan from 
V^tby, Ont. 

Along with fans aroimd the world, 
they co-ordinated a social media cam¬ 
paign to draw attention to their online 
petition for Phil’s induction. They also 
rallied for Phil in the media, issuing a 
press release that made the rounds on- 
hne and ultimately netted Paul more 
than 200 interviews with radio, TV 
and print outlets. 

But each year, the Walk of Fame 
only inducts one Canadian posthu¬ 
mously, and Phil was passed over 
during the first year of the cam¬ 
paign. And the second. (Beloved au¬ 
thor Mordecai Richler took the prize 
last year, while magician Doug Hen¬ 
ning was honoured the year before.) 

This year, Paul and a team of his 
brother’s fans stepped up their efforts. 

They recruited SiriusXM satellite 
radio to help with the campaign, 
as well as a bevy of Phil’s famous 
friends who were more than happy 
to help out or vote online, a group 
that Paul says included Rob Lowe, 
cast members of Kids in the Hall, 


Brent Butt, and original SNL player 
Laraine Newman. 

Paul is understandably elated 
now to see his efforts were success¬ 
ful — and it’s serendipitous that the 
ceremony should happen to fall two 
days before what would have been 
his brother’s 64th birthday. 

One of eight siblings, Phil Hartman 
was bom in Brantford, Ont. The family 
eventually moved to Cahfomia, and 
Phil and Paul were roommates there 
years later when Hartman broke into 
comedy as a member of the Groimd- 
lings improv troupe in the late ’70s.

Wild and wonderful. 

Foundations helping 
teachers pay for 
in-school pets that 
enrich the learning 
experience 


For many children, their 
first pet is a virtual one. 

Experts say many chil¬ 
dren who enter the first 
grade can play video games 
but few have a pet to play 
with. And teachers say 
that’s a shame, considering 
how animals — real ones 
— can enrich a child’s up¬ 
bringing. 

So for a quarter of a 
century, educators such as 
Dawn Slinger in Farming- 
ton, Minn., have paid out 
of their own pockets to 
provide one for their class¬ 
rooms. Only in the past few 
years have groups stepped 
in to help with the financial 
burden. 

Two years ago. Pets in 
the Classroom, a Maryland- 
based project from the 
non-profit foundation Pet 
Care Trust, began offer¬ 
ing grants to U.S. and Can¬ 
adian teachers in grades 1 
through 8. 

The money can be used 
to buy starter pets, cages, 
food and other supplies. It 
issued its 10,000th grant 
this summer. 

The $150 grants help off¬ 
set the cost of the animal 
and its care, which helps 
teachers like Slinger who 
has been using her own 
money, said foundation 
executive director Steve 
King. Just an aquarium for a 
frog could cost more than a

Teachers who apply for a 
second year or more get $50 
for additional equipment, 
food and supplies. 

Parents tell Slinger their 


children are inspired by 
the animals and are excited 
about learning, she said. 

Slinger said that out of a 
class of children — hers last 
year had 26 — “maybe six 
will have pets at home, usu¬ 
ally a cat or dog. Not many 
will have reptiles.” 

Since taking her class, 
“several students have got 
10 hermit crabs or fish for 
their houses. One got a liz¬ 
ard and one is working on 
a snake.” 

The decision over what 
kind of pet to get lies with 
the teacher. Slinger chose 
hers because they fascin¬ 
ate children, their temper¬ 
aments are right and they 


don’t bother students with 
allergies or asthma, she 
said. 

Concerns from parents 


over disease, allergies and 
exposure to waste have led 
to bans or limits on ani¬ 
mals in some classrooms, 
although service animals 
are allowed in most schools. 
The Pet Care Trust leaves 
it to the teachers to know 
their students and parents, 
and King said teachers and 
students must follow clean¬ 
liness guidelines. 

Among applications for 
first-time grants, the most 
popular choices for class¬ 
room pets were small mam¬ 
mals, like hamsters, guinea 
pigs, rats and rabbits. King 
said. 

That was followed by 
aquarium pets, reptiles and 
amphibians, then birds, he 
said. 

Classroom pets also have 
been enlightening for some 
families. Heidi Keating 
said her eight-year-old son 
Wayne has been begging 
for a snake since he was in 
Slinger’s class last year. 

“First, I said absolute¬ 
ly no. Then Wayne said, 
‘Come see the snakes in 
class.’ Even Grandma came. 
We petted it. I never knew 
they were soft. I am a little 
more open at this point,” 


she said. 

Keating said the family 
wants to encourage his 
interest, so they took 
Wayne to a reptile zoo for 
his birthday. 

“It helps me get over 
my fears too,” she said. “I 
am learning. I am honest 
about it, and he knows I am 
coming along with it. His 
(five-year-old) sister Quincy 
is too. When she had her 
face painted, she wanted a 
snake.” 

But until Wayne is a lit¬ 
tle older, he’ll have to set¬ 
tle for the four-month-old 
basset hound puppy the 
Keatings got recently. 

Classroom pets also can be 
incentives for good grades, 
as when some teachers allow 
students to care for the ani¬ 
mals when school is out. King 
said. Slinger visits her class¬ 
room pets two or three times 
a week during summers and 
vacations. 

As for the animals that 
don’t return for another 
school year, that’s a learning 
moment too. King said. 

“Lifespan is part of the life 
lesson that comes with hav¬ 
ing a classroom pet,” he said.

millennial students to date. 

The authors surveyed more 
than 5,000 students and 270 
student affairs officers and con¬ 
ducted focus groups on more 
than 30 campuses. For Levine, 
one result stands out among 
the piles of data: This is the 
most practical-minded genera¬ 
tion he has ever studied. 

Levine entered the pro¬ 
ject beheving 9-11 would be 


a shared, defining moment 
for miUennials, similar to the 
Great Depression and Vietnam 
for previous generations. But 
he quickly discovered that the 
advent of the Internet and the 
economic crash of 2009 were 
far more influential. “More of 
them feel that money is critic¬ 
ally important than we’ve seen 
in the past. They pick majors 
that they think will earn them 
money as opposed to what they 
want to study,” explains Levine.
